SHALL THE SOUTH CONTROL THE RE- 
PUBLIC! 

The Ninot Staats- Zeitung in & recent 
editorial expressed the opinion that there 
were no burning questions in this can 
paign involving money or tariff or the like, 
and that the main issue would be whosbould 
rule the Republic,—the North or the South. 
Unquestionably a great many people are 
thinking of this very question who do not 
openly express it. Unqpestionably also it is 
the issae which anim the Solid South” 
in preparing for the struggle, and, if the 
truth were known, it is the paramount issue 
which occupies the Cincinnati Convention 
to-day. It is an issue “which cannot be con- 
cealed. It will erop out on the surface more 
than once during the campaign, and it might 
as well be met at the very outset. It is the 
great question of the day, and it includes all 
the lesser questions. It is so far-reaching 
that it embraces everything that tends to the 
fortune or the misfortune of the Republic. 

It is a question which should be met sharp- 
ly and squarely. If the Solid South,” with 
the help of two Northern States—New York 
and Indiana—as a balance of power, gains 
the control, it ean do as it pleases, and the 
country passes at once under Southern influ- 
encés. It should not be forgotten that the 
trlumph of the Democratic party is the tri- 
umph of the ex-Rebel States, for they consti- 
tute the vast majority of the Democratic par- 
ty. What it will do when once in power may 
easily enough be inferred from what it at- 
tempted to do at the extra Congressional ses- 
sion of last year. The measures which it 
then sought to impose upon the country, in- 
cluding the ostracism of Union soldiers and 
Union men, the payment of Rebel claims, the 
pensioning of ex-Kebels, the nullification of 
the constitutional amendments, the disfran- 
chisement of the negro, the corruption of the 


and the condemnation of loyalty, are too well 
knewn to need repetition. But, laying 
aside what the South may attempt 
to do, why should the control of 
the Nation be turned over to ex-Rebels? Why 
are they, with the assistance of doughfaces, 
entitled to rule? Are they superior to the 
North? What have they accomplished in 
the arts, in the industries, in science, 
in invention, in education, in trade, or 
in commerce, that entities them to such 
a concession? Are the masses of the 
South more intelligent, more law-abid- 
ing, more safe in counsel, more re 
spectable, more prosperous, more progres- 
sive, than the Northern people? Would the 
National Government be safer in their hands 
than in Northern hands? Are they more 
patriotic than the Northern people ? 

A people must be judged by their antece- 
dents. What record can the South produce 
that warrants it in claiming the confidence or 
gratitude of patrietic and loyal men? What 
efforts have they made to upbuild and pre- 
serve the Union of the States and uphold the 
National Government and enforce its laws 
that give them a claim upon supreme power? 
For five long, terrible years they fought to 
destroy the Government, and for fifteen years 
since they — in every way to ham- 
per, cripple, and“ break down its Administra- 
tion and to evade its laws and constitu- 
tional provisions by the most palpable 
and infamous corruption at the ballot- 
box on the one hand, and by ostracism, in- 
timidation, and open-handed violence on the 
other. Does this constitute a valid reason 
why the South should be intrusted with 
power and allowed free rein? What assur- 
ance can it offer, or what prospect dees the 
history of the last twenty years offer, that 
the South will govern the country wisely, or 
impartially, or even loyally ? 

Why any Northern Republican, or any de 
cent Democrat who is not wedded to the 
odious and unrepublican doctrine of State 
supremacy, which plunged this country into 
the horrors of civil war, should vote to turn 
over the control of this country to the Solid 
South, with its twenty years’ record of dis- 
loyalty, corruption, and brutality staring him 
in the face, passes comprehension. It is 
time that the loyal people of the North con- 
sidered this question. It is the paramount 
issue of the campaign, and it would be worse 
than folly to conceal it or ignore it 
The selfish solidification of the South, 
so as to absorb power for the carrying 
out of its sinister designs, should be a suffi- 
cient warning of itself. and should be met 
with a solid union of the North. The ex- 
Rebels, having banded themselves together 
politically against the North, should be met 
by a united North, as they were met when 
they banded themselves against the Govern- 
ment on the battlefield; and the struggle must 
be fought with corresponding ardor and en- 
thusiasm. The dangermay not appear as 
imminent now eas it was then, but there is 
nothing in the record of the South, or in the 
utterances of its political leaders since the 
War, that guarantees safety to the country

THE PARTISAN Fuba ore IN 
INDIANA.

The recent decision of the Democratic Su- 
preme Court of Indiana setting aside the 
constitutional amendments that were adopted 
by the people at the spring election proves, 
upon mature examination, to be a most un- 
warranted and flagrant defiance of the popu- 
lar will to subserve party interests. This 
fact will be made to appear so clearly to thé 
people of Indiana before the fall election that 
it will searcely fall to operate to the disad- 
vantage of the Democrats, for whose benefit 
the judicial outrage has been committed. 

The Constitution provides that proposed 
amendments thereto shall be adopted by two 
successive Legislatures, shall be submitted 
to the electors of the State, and, “if a me 
jority of said electors shali ratify the same, 
such amendment or amendments shall be- 
come a part of this Constitution.“ All these 
requirements were strictly observed in the 
adoption of the amiendinents which has just 
been declared null The several amend- 
ments received majorities ranging all the 
way from 17,116, the lowest, to 49,932, the 
highest. ‘These facts are admitted on ali 
sides. But on the same day on which the 
people voted on the amendments there were 


township elections throughout the State. 


The aggregate vote on the amendments was 
about 322,000. The aggregate vote for town- 
ship officers is not known, because there 10

no requiremént that there shall be other re- 
turns than those made locally in each , 
The township vote may have been or li 
may bave been less, but the partisan Court 
has set aside and nullified the undisputed 
and overwhelming es in favor of the 
amendments of all the eléetors who voted 
thereon, because it does not know but there 
may have been a larger aggregate vote for 
township officers than the aggregate vote on 
the amendments, and hence is in ignorance 
whether or not the amendments received a 
majority of all the electors who voted on the 
same day! Never was an important judicial 
decision based upon so flimsy a pretext. 

As a matter of fact, the vote on the amend- 
ments was unusually large for 4 popular de 
cision on a question of State policy. The 
aggregate vote in Indiana in the general 
State election of 1878 was 414,842, and the 
vote on the amendments 32,000. It 
is not at all likely that the vote 
in the township elections exceeded this 
aggregate, and still less likely that 
it was so much larger as to have defeated 
the amendments, even if all who voted at 
the township elections, but did not vote on 
the amendments, should have voted against 
the latter. Had it been thé intention of the 
makers of the Constitution that all amend- 
ments thereto should receive a majority of 
all the electors voting at township elections, 
they would certainly have provided for an 
official return of the aggregate township 
vote. Failing to do this, the language of the 
Constitution clearly implies that the inten- 
tion was that all amendments should receive 
a majority of the electors voting thereon, and 
viewed in this light the amendments in ques- 
tion were adopted by majorities ranging from 
17,000 to 50,000 votes. This wus a sufficiently 
pronounced expression of public sentiment 
to exclude any reasonable doubt about their 
adoption. 

The partisan purpose of the recent judicial 
decision was twofold. One of the amend- 


ments defined a certain residence for voters, 955 


and thus shut out the practice of importing 
voters from other States, which has been 
notoriously followed by the Indiana Demo- 
crates and has enabled them to carry the State 
when they have lostitin an honest vote. 
The decision of the Supreme Court restores 
the old-time, loose method of voting, under 
which a non-resident may vote at as many 
polls as he can visit durmg the day. The 
other partisan purpose of the decision was to 
retain the October election, and thus an- 
nounce to the Democratic Convention 
shortly to assemble in 
the nomination of Hendricks would give 
the Democrats a set-off against the 
expected Republican victory in Ohio pre- 
ceding the Presidential election. In order to 
accomplish this second purpose the Demo- 
cratic Supsgeme Judges were compelled to 
resort to a haste which has completely be- 
trayed them. The arguments in the case 
were not concladed till Thursday afterhoon ; 
the decision was rendered at noon the next 
day, and at such length that it would have 
been Impossible in the interval to copy, much 
less compose, the opinion that was filed, 
This indicates that the decision was all cut- 
and-dried, and probably written out for the 
most part before the arguments on the merits 
of the case had been heard. 

The injustice to the people of Indiana 
which is involved In the negation of the 
popular will does not stop at the partisan 
outrage that has been committed. There are 
important questions of public policy and 
economy which were settled by some of the 
amendments that have been set aside for 
partisan reasons. One of the amendments 
provided a limitahen upon the indebtedness 
of counties, citdes, and towns. Another 
reduced and regulsted the fees and 
salaries of county officials. A third 
provided new facilities for dispatch in litiga- 
tion which ate much needed in the State. A 
fourth saved the people $100,000 by postpon- 
ing the October election to the day on which 
the Presidentiq! election occurs in November. 
All these changes were in the direction of re- 
form, and the people will resent the partisan 
trick which has deprived them of the im- 
provements they had adopted. If the decis 
ion of the Court shall stand, it will be four 
years before the amendments can again be 
adopted, because the Constitution provides 
that they shall pass two successive Legisla- 
tures before they can be legally submitted to 
the people. Extravagance in administration 
of county and municipal affairs and dishon- 
esty in elections will continue to prevail dur- 
ing all this time, while the people, who have 
already voted against these abuses, will be 
powerless to protect themsélves. 

There is reason to believe that thousands 
of Democrats who would otherwise have 
voted the regular party ticket will vote this 
fall with the Republicans in protesting 
against this defiance of the popular will by 
the Supreme Court forthe base purpose of 
pandering to party success at the expense of 
the public welfare.

TILDEN’S LETTER. 

Tiiden’s letter to the New York delegation 
at the Cincinnati Convention is treated as a 
letter of withdrawal. it is scarcely that. No 
ono can read it carefully without coming to 
the conclusion that the author intended 
rather to urge his fight to the nomination 
than to insist upon retiring from the field. 

The letter is a column in length, and yet 
Mr. Tilden refers in only one line, and that 
toward the close, to the possibility of his re- 
tirement. The reference, even in this single 
and obscure instance, is equivocal. While 
“renouncing fenomination and reé@lection,” 
he insists that such nomination and election 
are “indispensable to an effectual vindication 
of the right of the people to elect the rulers 
which has been violated in my [his] person.” 
The clearest meaning that can be extracted 
from this opinion, which is expressed in one 
and the same sentence as the pretended 
“renunciation,” is that Mr. Tilden merely 
desires to throw upon the Convention 
the responsibility for his rejection, and 
Warns them that it will be fatal. Tris 
view of the case is further confirmed by the 
fact that he refers the Convention, immedi- 
ately after, to his letter in 1976, in which he 
said: “If summoned by the suffrages of my 
countrymen to attempt this work, I shall 
endeavor, with God’s help, to be the efficient 
instrument of their will.” All this certainly. 
looks very little like voluntary and deter 
mined retirement. 

The remainder of the Tilden letter is an 
ingenious argument for the maintenance of 
the “fraud” issue, which, Tilden repeats 
over and over again, he alone representa. 
He defends himself indirectly against the 
charge based on the cipher dispatches when 
he “refused to ransom from the Returning 
Boards of the Southern States the docu- 
mentary evidence,” which he claims would 
prove the villany “ of counting out the 
Tilden Electors. He disclaims over and 
over again all responsibility for the 
Blectoral Commission, which he de- 
mnounces a a part of the conspiracy 
to rob him of his richt, and thus

of Tilden’s Character can tell anything, that, 
if he be not nominated, the vital issue of the 
eampaign will be sacrificed, the party may 
expect the indifference if not the open oppo- 
sition of his friends, and that defeat will 
probably result from the Convention’s treach- 
ery and stupidity. 

The most intelligent interpretation of Til- 
den’s letter is that it was written under the 
apprehension that he could hot obtain the 
nomination; that, in such an event, this let- 
ter Would pass as a voluntary withdrawal, 
and that it was not calculated, in any case, 
to injure his-chances, but rather to serve as 
a final appeal for his nomination. In this 
view of the case his letter by no means re- 
lieves, Dut rather inereases, the embarrass- 
ments of the Convention. If Tilden’s man- 
agers on the spot conciude that their favorit's 
case they will probably accept 
the letter as a formal withdrawal; if other- 
wise, they will use it as a new reason and 
able plea for the recognition of his claims.

“ Boccaccio,” by Frag Von Suppé, the author 
of “ Fatinitza,” was brought out at McVicker’s 
last evening dy the Mahn company.

point. 

The libretto is decidedly trashy, but in that 
respect it does not differ a great deal from most 
“books of the opera.” The sene is laid in 
Florence; and Boceaceto, the celebrated author 
of the “Decameron,” and Pietro, Prince of 
Palermo, with Fiametta, a daughter of the Duke 
of Tuscany by as morgatatic marriage. are 
principal characters,—the comic element being 
23 by a grocer, a barber, and a cooper, 
with their female relatives.

The great ease of money is affecting the stock 
market. It is estimated that the currency of 
the country contains one hundred millions more 
specie than a year ago. This is now making 
elt felt in the loan market, which it could not 
affect so long as 8 tion was or. the rampant 
levelof a year The Boston Commercial 
Bulletin, in an editorial calculating the prospects 
of the stock market, sees something hopeful! in 
the wind. It thinks the recent slight improve- 
ments show which way to look for the coming of 
the multitude for the next six months. Prices 
ef stocks would not show a healthy improve- 
ment just now, at the very opening of the hot 
months when a dull market is always to be ex- 
pected, uniess the tone of the mar- 
ket was to be a healthy one; unless 
the decline was over; and unless there 
was something real and solid to be expected. 
fhe very conservative Financial Chronicle 
calls attention editorially to the fact that the 
stocks and merchandise markets are improv- 
ing.” It says it looks very much now as if 
shortly the stock market might break away 
from any man's control.” The Chronicle prints 
a table, compiled from the statements of some 
twenty roads, which report expenses as well as 
earnings, and shows by it that, while gross earn- 
ings have increased 26 per cent in the four 
months, January to April, net earnings have in- 
creased 47% per cent. Owing to the better con- 
dition of ears that used to travel 
with small loade now carry large ones, with 
very littie additional expense. It regards it as 
not surprising, theréfore, that, strengthened by 
diminishing and increasing exports, the 
mercantile markets should now exhibit decided- 
‘ty a better tone, and that high bopes should be

din sees nothing in sight to suggest a drain of 
specie to Europe. The prospects of good crops 
at home and abroad, and the large amount of 
currency held in the West and South, make it 
the currency movementto market 
the crops will be much smaller this year than 
last. There R. then, every prospect for 
an unusually easy money market this, fall. 
The New York Daily Bulletin says the abun- 
dance of money and the low rates are already 
stimulating the demand for investments. Rail- 
road bonds and the better class of dividend 
shares are already sought by investors, and it is 
a reasonable calculation that the former will at 
least advance to a price which will pay the buyer 
no more than 5 per cent per ann:am, and the 
latter to a price that will yield the buyer no 
more than 6 per cent annual income. The 
Evening Post regards the one thing relating to 
the stock market as well as to mercantile busi- 
ness which is settled beyond doubt to be that 
the money market will be extremely easy cer- 
tainly for the next four momths, and 
probably for the remainder of the year, 
rates will of course be higher in 
the last two months of the year. The outlook 
for the. fall trade is also promising, al- 
though some branches are still suffering from 
the reaction to the speculative stimulus which 
last year sent the markets booming and kept 
them so until a few months ago. The country is 
being permanently enriched by an unparalleled 
immigration, and however the tides of specula- 
tion may rise and fall, a long term of years of 
substantial prosperity is to be reasonably ex- 
pected. This chorus of confidence is disturbed 
by but one discordant voice. The Graphic 
points its finger at the enormous shrinkage in 
values, which has caused great losses to specu- 
lators and merchants alike. Shrewd and 
cautious capitalists are withdrawing their cap- 
ital from permanent engagements, and keeping 
it under their control by loaning ft on call at a 
low rate of interest. This is not indicative of a 
bealthy condition of business. In London the 
and feeling of apprehension in finan- 
i eireles is even more marked than it is here. 
At the Stock Exchange the market continues to 
be artificial. Prices are marked up or down be- 
tween professional “ bulls” and“ bears.” The 
almogt unanimous report of houses doing a 
regular commission business is that their cus- 
tomers are doing nothing,—or next to nothing in 
the market. Should the European crops prove 
as bountiful as they at present promise, it is not 
extravagant to say that they will not require 
more than half the amount.of wheat taken last 
year and at not more than Half the price.
